Tenant Among 
Top Taxpayers

Raytheon continued its posi- 
tion as Andover’s top taxpayer 
but a new industrial tenant 
appears in the top ten listings 
for the first time this year. 

Cressey Dockham, with its 
new warehouse and office 
building in the Lowell Junction 
area, moved intor the tenth spot 
this year with its property 
assessed for $1,686,900 and a tax 
bill of $86,026.80. The food chain 
supplier has been in complete 


operation at the Lowell Junc- 
tion site for the past year. 

Raytheon remains atop the 
town’s listings, a position it ahs 
held for all but a year or two 
since locating here several 
years ago. Endrock Associates 
and Raytheon Co., have a total 
assessment of $12,661,100 on its 
properties located in West An- 
dover. The tax bill is $645,- 
716.10. 

The figures released to the 
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Andover school. ad- 
ministrators added yet another 
chapter to the long-running 
teacher contract saga this 
week, when they announced 
that they had bolted the An- 
dover Education Association 
for theTeamsters Union. 

Jack Hughes, assistant prin- 
cipal at East Junior High and 
chairman of the administrative 
group, was quick to add that 
they were not leaving because 
of any action the teachers have 
been taking here. 

The administrators, or Unit B 
of the AKA, however, have not 
joined the teachers in any of 
their recent job actions. 

Since September the teachers 
have been on duty only the 
minumum time before and 
after school required by last 
year’s contract. For the past 
two weeks they have been 
picketing in front of their 
schools in the mornings and 
afternoons, leafleting Andover 
Center on the weekends, and 
holding ‘educational teas’’ to 
take their story to the 
townspeople.

Seifert has advised that some 
of the duties formerly carried 
on by a business manager would 
be realigned, and possibly an of- 
fice manager position would be 
suggested later in the year.

Opposition to the proposed 
location of Andover’s new post 
office on Andover Street, has 
already been registered by the 
Andover Planning Board. 


The new building has been 
proposed for one acre of land 
owned by Sidney P. White in a 
field opposite the dairy building 
and American Power Devices 
plant on Andover Street. 


Announcement of the intent 
to relocate the postal service 
mail processing center was 
made in the TOWNSMAN last 
week. Postal authorities have 
given the town until Feb. 1 to 
come up with alternate 
locations. 


Current plans call for 
locating the processing center 
on Andover Street, closing out 
the present office on Main 
Street, but maintaining a 
business office, for stamps and 
counter service in the down- 
town area.

suid this week that his board 
was unanimously opposed to the 
Andover Street location for a 
post office facility. 

He said the board has asked 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin to examine some alter- 
nate locations and has also 
made some suggestions as to 
possible sites. 


Erickson noted the dangers of 
increased business activity in 
the Andover Street area. He felt 
that construction of the post of- 
fice building could lead to 
further business development 
in the open Andover Street 
field. The field abuts residential 
property on Andover Street and 
off Argilla Road. The proposed 
building would occupy only a 
small portion of the land 
available. 


The planning board chairman 
said that examination of 
property in the downtown 
business area would be made, 
with some consideration given 
to land available in industrially 


zoned areas of the town, 
although the latter possibility 
would be remote for postal 
authorities to consider, he felt. 

The Andover Street plot is 
currently zoned residential, but 
even if there were opposition to 
rezoning, the postal authorities 
could proceed with their plans, 
if they so desired. 

Erickson points out that as an 
arm of the federal government, 
the postal service could build 
there, citing the construction of 
the Internal Revenue Service 
Center on Lowell Street, as an 
example of what federal 
authorities can do. 

The IRS center was built 
without regard to zoning 
stipulations, such as fencing, 
screening and abuting residen- 
tial areas. 

The postal authorities have 
been looking at Andover proper- 
ties for the past several 
months. The present Main 
Street office is no longer con- 
sidered adequate to meet the 
needs of the community. Some 
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of the processing is now done in 
the basement of the building 
and there is a dire need for ad- 
ditional space.

Saltonstall Opposes Budget Pack 


Senator William L. Saltonstall 
(R-Manchester) commented on 
his ‘‘no’’ vote on the budget-tax 
package passed by the 
legislature last Friday. 

“Contrary to many people’s 
hopes, this year’s budget is not 
the reform budget it was 
originally expected to be. It does 
not address itself to two key 
sources of our fiscal problems - - 
chronic underfunding of our 
welfare commitments and inflex- 
ible employment practices that 
prevent phasing out unnecessary 
or obsolete services or 


programs,’’ Saltonstall stated. 
“There is a very serious 
danger that again this year 
several welfare accounts, in- 
cluding Medicaid, Aid to Depen- 
dent Children (AFDC), and 
welfare administration, are un- 
derfunded and will require 
deficiency budgets next spring to 
meet our present commitments, 
even after the cuts that have 
been made. The figure for AFDC 
payments assumes no increase in 
caseloads, an unrealistic 
assumption since caseloads have 
been increasing steadily during 


Andover Firm Provides 


New Booths For MBTA 


The Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority has un- 
veiled at the Symphony Station 
the first of its new bullet-proof 
collector booths. 

“It is a fort,’’ said Melvyn H. 
Miller, president of Protective 
Materials Co. of Andover which 
made the $17,000 booth. Miller 
said it has the highest quality ar- 
mor that is made. 

The T is installing the booths to 
protect its employees and the 
money that the T customers have 
deposited and which the tax- 
payers are depending on to 
defray the cost of. public 
transportation. 

Collectors at Symphony Station 
this year have experienced eight 
of the 78 holdups that have taken 
place in the 60 stations where the 
MBTA has collectors’ booths. 
The T and the taxpayers have 
lost $20,233.10 in the holdups. 

Kight young men have been 
arrested and charged with 15 
holdups following detective work 
by the MBTA Police. 

The first booth, at Symphony, 
is bullet-proof throughout, in- 
cluding the roof and the air- 


conditioning system. It measures 
eight feet by six feet, and is eight 
feet tall. 

The design of the booth and its 
various features were approved 
by representatives of Local 589 of 
the Amalgamated Transit Union, 
AFL-CIO. Stavis P. Lazar, 
business agent, and Walter 
Doyle, executive board member, 
went to New York to examine the 
protective booths New York had 
installed in its subways. 

Working with Thomas A. Dun- 
bar of the MBTA’s Plant 
[Mprovement staff, the booth 
was designed on a modular basis 
to facilitate installation. 

The MBTA is in the process of 
ordering more booths, and Mr. 
Dunbar expects the work to be 


completed at all stations within _ 


two years.

WASHINGTON — The big- 
gest roadblock in the way of 
Chilean refugees who want to 
come to the United States, ac- 
cording to high-level sources, 
has been Secretary-of State He- 
nry Kissinger. 

Presumably, he does not want 
to irritate Chile’s military junta 
by appearing overly anxious to 
take in people who are fleeing 
them. 

Not until recent weeks has 
Kissinger started to relent. He is 
listening now to his chief Latin 
American specialist, Assistant 
Secretary William Rogers, who 
wants to expedite the flow of 
Chilean refugees to this country. 

Yet the wheels of the rufugee- 
processing bureaucracy con- 
tinue to grind exceedingly 
slowly. The chief stumbling 
block now is the Immigration 
Service which, by law, has to ap- 
prove each refugee who is ad- 
mitted. To date, precious few 
have been processed. 

It has not always been thus. 
Last spring, when hordes of 
South Vietnamese were fleeing 
the invading communists, over 
130,000 refugees were admitted 
to the United States with little 
difficulty. It took only eight to 
ten days, on the average, for 
each of them to obtain a security 
clearance. 

Some 26,000 Chileans fled 
their country after the military 
coup which deposed Marxist 
President Salvador Allende in

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U.S. Turns Away Chilean Refugees

September, 1973. Around 12,000 
of them have been resettled in 41 
countries. But the latest figures 
show that the United States in 
September had accepted only 26. 
And these were third-country 
nationals rather than native 
Chileans 

Two years ago, Sen. Ted Ken- 
nedy, D-Mass., the Senate 
refugee chairman, urged that a 
formal mechanism be set up for 
those wishing to escape the mili- 
tary dictatorship. 

More than a year later, the 
State Department got around to 
announcing that it had begun 
“consulting” with the Congress 
and Immigration Service on a 
refugee plan. 

Henry Kissinger rarely con- 
sults Congress on anything he 
doesn't have to. Critics im- 
mediately suspected it was a 
stalling tactic, that he would 
rather “consult” than “act.” 

On June 12, 1975, the State 
Department announced that a 
Chilean refugee program had 
formally begun. Four months 
later, not a single Chilean had 
been allowed into the United 
States under the new plan. 

The first refugee finally strag- 
gled into San Francisco on Octo- 
ber 18. A review of his State 
Department file, which we have 
obtained, reveals that he has an 
impeccable background and is 
singularly noncontroversial. Why 
it took so long to process his entry 
is dumbfounding. 


He is Pedro Huertas Tapia, 
the internal State Department 
documents reveal -- a 20-year- 
old “outstanding medical stu- 
dent” who was named the “best 
Boy Scout in Chile” in 1972. He 
was arrested in September 1974, 
state the documents, “after some 
unknown person denounced 
him” as a revolutionary. 

After finally deciding he 
could come to the U.S., Ameri- 
can authorities visited him in his 
prison cell and told him he 
would be leaving within 24 
hours. But he was not told where 
he was going until he was on a 
plane out of the country. 

As of this writing, an addi- 
tional two refugees have come 
to America -- a grand total of 29 
since the coup of two years ago. 

Clearly, someone in this land 
of the free and home of the 
brave doesn't believe that 
Chileans who despise the junta 
deserve to live here. 

Juggling Act: President 
Ford wants to cut social spend- 
ing and has targeted two pro- 
grams: Social Security and food 
stamps. 

The President and the conser- 
vative ideologues around him 
would like to get the govern- 
ment out of both programs. Ad- 
ministration spokesmen have 
thus begun a campaign of criti- 
cism against them. 

Statistics critical of the Social 
Security Administration, for ex- 
ample, were recently released 
with great bally-hoo. Of course, 
there are problems with the pro- 
gram. But we have learned that 
the Administration had more 
updated figures which were not 
released because they showed 
improvement in the efficiency of 
the program. 

A similar ploy was used with 
the food stamp program. Earlier 
this year, alarming statistics 
were leaked from the 
Agriculture Department. They 
allegedly showed that a high

number of cheaters were using 
the stamps. What they didn't dis- 
close was that most of those so- 
called “cheaters” were people 
who had simply made a clerical 
error on the bureaucratic forms. 
They met the financial qualifica- 
tions, but- were termed 
“cheaters” on a technicality. 

President Ford and his aides, 
to be blunt, are playing fast and 
loose with the truth to suit their 
own ideological purpose. 

Watch On Waste: The 
government is spending at least 
$23,000 annually to have newspa- 
per articles clipped. 

We checked the 11 cabinet 
departments in Washington and 
found that many of them use 
clipping services like the Press 
Intelligence Service rather than 
cutting up the magazines and 
newspapers themselves. The 
Department of Justice, for exam- 
ple, spent a total of $9,530 last 
year for the services. 

We found four departments -- 
Interior, Housing and Urban 
Development, Defense and 
Agriculture -- who believe that 
clipping services are a waste of 
money. According to official 
spokesmen, they ask their own 
employees to provide clippings 
instead. 

Perhaps a department like 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
which has spent $7,100 on clip- 
ping services since July, should 
take a tip from the Department 
of Agriculture. The bureaucrats 
there subscribe to six newspa- 
pers and do the clipping work 
themselves.

An all day Raku workshop for fall pottery students, 
members of the Andover High Crafts Guild and other 
interested students was conducted Monday at the 
high school by Miss Bonnie Swartz, crafts teacher at 
the high school and Martin Kingsley of Holliston 
High. 

Raku is a pottery process divised in Japan. Tea 
bowls were and still are made there for use in the 
Zen-Buddhist Tea Ceremony. In this country, the 
Japanese rapid firing techniques are used to create 
all types of pieces. 

Glazed pieces are placed in the hot kiln (a prox- 
imately 2000 degrees) until the glazes run, about ten 
minutes. They are then removed from the kiln with 
tongs, and placed in an air-tight container filled with 
combustible materials. This smokey atmosphere 
causes the various glazes to become rich lustres, 
silvers, golds, etc. 

The pottery is then dipped in water to cool. The en- 
tire process takes ten minutes.

* Cranberries 


Plentiful 
At Market 


Fresh Massachusetts grown 
cranberries are plentiful now, 
and the quality and color of this 
year’s harvest are excellent, ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 

The fresh cranberries coming 
te market now are primarily the 
late Howes variety, which is a 
fancy quality, glossy bright red 
fruit. The fact that this year the 
berries have been vine ripened, 
due to the absence of an early 
frost, accounts for their excellent 


_, coloring. 


The Early Black variety is a 
smaller, dark red berry that is 
harvested earlier in the season 
and used extensively in 
cranberry juice products. 

Massachusetts’ cranberry 
harvest is about 95 per cent com- 
pleted and should be over by 
November 10, according to Dr. 
Chester E. Cross, Head of the 
Cranberry Experiment Station in 
East Wareham. Larger than an- 
ticipated, the crop should total 
some 980,000 barrels or 98 million 
pounds and is 5 million pounds 
larger than in 1974. 

Current retail prices have been 
as low as 3 pounds for $1, and as 
fresh cranberries may be frozen 
in their original package, it’s a 
good idea to freeze some for later 
use. 

Fresh cranberries can be used 
in many ways, and quick breads, 
muffins, cakes, cookies, pies and 
puddings are some of the most 
popular. 

A fresh cranberry relish is 
another appealing idea that’s 
also easy to concoct. The in- 
gredients are one pound of fresh 
cranberries, one or more cup of 
sugar and one orange, quartered 
with seeds removed. Grind the 
berries and orange sections, 
combine with the sugar and store 
in a covered jar in the 
refrigerator. The relish will keep 
2 or 3 weeks or may be frozen for 
later use. 

Massachusetts is the leading 
cranberry producing state in the 
U.S. and grows almost one helf 
the total national crop. Now is 
the time to enjoy the fresh, tasty 
native fruit. 

Current best buys in fresh 
vegetables are carrots, cabbage, 
turnips, pumpkins, winter 


squashes, green peppers, broc- 
coli and iceberg lettuce. 

In fresh fruit, best buys are 
tangerines, grapefruit, 
cranberries, Bartlett and Anjou 
pears, Mcintosh and Cortland 
apples. 

Best values in meat and 
poultry are turkey, whole 
chickens, fowl, beef liver, pork 
shoulder picnics, ground beef, 
beef chuck roasts and steaks. 

In fish, fresh cod steaks and 
frozen pollock fillets have been 
selling at reasonable prices.

The public school system is in serious 
trouble. The turmoil, bitterness, dissent, and vin- 
dictiveness which swirl around public education in 
the United States indicates that much of our energy 
is dissipated in destructive controversy. There is 
sufficient blame for all - educators, parents, union 
organizers, politicians, and plain trouble makers, 
but. there is one thing we older ones ought to 
remember - we cannot blame the students.
